4, where its publication is given as “n.p. [Rome], n.d. [ 1592].” Both Hirsch and Lipsius 
list this publication as: “In Vinegia, s. a.” Rada y Delgado cites the entire title given at the 
beginning of this description, though he makes a few typographical errors. The border 
enclosing the title cited above appears to be identical to a “second title” of the Rome, 
1592 edition reproduced at the bottom right corner of page 26 of Dekesel, though the 
text of the title itself is entirely different. Presumably the example offered here is a very 
rare issue, published in Venice, of the first printing of the first Italian edition of Agostini’s 
celebrated study of ancient coins. Sandys considered the Dialogues to be a “masterpiece 
in classical archaeology,” and Fulvio Orsini and Paolo Manuzio said of Agostini that he 
was the “vindicator and restorer of true learning,” and the “repository of all antiquity.” 
Based on the success of this work, originally published in Spanish in 1587, Agostini is 
often regarded as the father of Spanish numismatics.
